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PREFACE. 


The  time  has  gone  by,  we  suppose,  when  any  apolog-y  can  be  expected  (Ijr  the  presentation  of  a  new  book.  The 
groat  mass  of  singers  who  can  read  music,  are  ever  anxious  to  have  something  new  for  perusal  and  practice  before  them ; 
and  tiiose  of  us  who  would  continue  to  benefit  them  by  our  labor,  must  endeavor  to  meet  this  demand. 

The  volume  here  presented  has  a  greater  amount  and  variety  of  new  music  than  was  contained  in  its  predecessor, 
Tiie  Psalmodist:"  at  the  same  time  it  embraces  a  small  portion  of  the  music  already  in  use.  This  last  feature  of  the  work 
was  intended  not  to  save  materials,  but  to  meet  the  views  of  those  who,  after  all  their  desire  for  novelty,  do  not  wish  every- 
thing changed  at  once  in  the  selection  of  pieces  for  public  worship. 

The  character  of  the  music  of  the  present  work  is  as  varied  as  are  the  talents  of  different  choirs,  and  the  characteristics 
of  the  psalms  and  hymns  in  reference  to  poetic  and  religious  sentiment. 

In  reference  to  musical  adaptation,  our  jilan  has  been  to  arrange  the  music  to  words  so  specifically  appropriate,  that 
the  manner  of  performance  will  readily  suggest  itself  to  the  singer  whose  sensibilities  are  properly  alive  to  the  subject. 
Without  these  sensibilities,  no  artistical  acquirements  can  secure  the  gi-eat  end  of  Christian  edification.  Dynamic  distinc- 
tions, useful  as  they  are  in  some  cases  to  illustrate  the  meaning  of  the  composer,  should  never  be  made  the  chief  objects 
of  attention.  The  words  should  be  studied  and  be  made  the  subject  of  serious  contemplation,  if  we  would  ever  learn  to 
sing  with  true  expression.  The  orator  is  guided  in  his  style  of  delivery,  not  chielly  by  marks  and  pauses,  but  by  a 
consideration  of  the  subject  matter  of  what  he  is  uttering;  and  the  vocalist  should  in  sacred  music  be  governed  in  a  simil;.r 
manner.  The  style  of  secular  music  is  perpetually  changing,  because  it  is  governed  by  fashion  rather  than  by  taste :  but 
the  ti-ue  principles  of  taste  as  applied  to  the  subject  of  devotional  music,  it  should  be  remembered,  are  fundamentally  always 
tlie  same.  The  one  grand  object  with  the  composer  and  performer  of  church  music,  should  be  to  preserve  at  all  times 
such  an  unvarnished  style  of  fervent,  chaste  simplicity,  as  shall  secure  in  the  congregation  of  worshipers  the  gi'cat  ends 
contemplated  by  tlie  All-wise  Founder  of  the  institution.

§  XV.  The  first  seven  letters  of  the  Alphabet,  A,  B,  C,  D,  E,  F,  G, 
are  the  only  letters  emplo3"ed  for  Musical  purposes.  Each  one  of  these 
letters  stands  for  a  certain  sound;  for  example,  the  sound  of  A,  correctly 
given,  is  the  same  in  all  parts  of  the  world. 

§  XVI.  The  Lines  and  Spaces  of  the  staff  are  named  afler  the  seven 
letters:  for  example,  the  tiame  of  the  first  line  is  E;  the  name  of  the 
second  line  is  G,  Stc. 

When  more  than  the  regular  staff  is  required,  short  lines,  called  added, 
or  leger  lines,  are  placed  above  or  below  the  staff.  These  with  the  ad- 
ditional spaces,  are  numbered  and  lettered  in  a  similar  manner.

the  position  of  the  quarter  note,  and  so  on  through  the  whole  scale  j  the  form  or  shape  of  the  note 
shows  the  length, — the  position  of  the  note  designates  the  pitch  of  auy  sound  required.

THE    SCALE   TRANSPOSED. 

§  XXXIV.     In    all   the    exercises   heretofore,  the  syllable  do  has  been 

written  on  th«  letter  C  ;   hence   all  such  exercises  are  said  to  oe  in  the 

key  ofC,   and  C  is  called  tlie  hnj-nolc*   For  the  sake  of  variety,   and 

'to  prevent  monotony,"  ditierent  pieces  of  music  require  to  be  wriltetv  in 


letter  of  the  staff.     Removing  the  Key-note  from  C   to  any  other  letter 
is  called  transposition. 

§  XXXV'.  In  transposing,  or  removing  the  key-note,  we  change  the 
position  of  the  whole  scale.  Great  care  must  therefore  be  taken  to  pre- 
serve  the  order  of  intervals;   from  one  sound  to  another,   the  same   as 


different  keys;  that  is,  {Do,)  may  be  placed   on   G  or  D,  or  any  other      they  were  in  the  key  of  C,  viz:  From  1  to  2,  \Do  to  Re,)  must  be  a

^  XXXVI.  As  the  letters  are  situated  upon  the  stalT,  from  C  to  D  is 
a  whole  tone;  from  D  to  E  is  a  whole  tone;  from  K  to  F  is  a  ItalJ-lone; 
from  F  to  G  is  a  whole  tone;  from  G  to  A  is  a  whole  tone;  from  A  to  B 
IS  a  whole  tone;   from  B  to  C  is  a  lialf-lonc. 

§  XXXVII.  As  the  intervals  from  3  to  4,  and  7  to  8,  in  the  diatonic 
scale  are,  and  must  be  semi-tones,  or  halftones,  it  will  be  seen  that 
when  the  scale  is  written  in  the  key  of  C,  these  semitones  exactly  cor- 
respond with  the  letters  K  and  F,  and  B  and  C,  which  are  semitones. 
Hence,  the  key  of  C,  is  called  the  .Yalural  key. 

^  XXXVIII.  The  (irst  re^uhir  transposition  of  tlie  scale,  is  from  C  to  G, 
a  lilth  above.  G  which  is  Fire,  (Sol,)  becomes  One,  (Do)  of  the  new 
scale;  A  is  Tiro,  (Re,)  B  is  Three,  (.Vj, )  &c.  In  this  transposition  it 
will  be  observed,  that  all  the  tones'and  semitones  of  the  scale  will  cor- 
respond with  the  letters  upon  the  stalT,  with  the  exception  of  the  fJth  and 
7th,  and  7lh  and  8th,  which  are  now  E  and  F,  and  F  and  G.  The  dis- 
tance or  interval  from  (J  to  7  s'lould  be  a  wliole  tone,  but  from  E  to  F, 
which  now  becomes  G  and  7,  it  li-  only  a  halftone.  Also,  from  7  to  8, 
should  be  a  half  tone,  but  from  F  to  G,  which  has  now  become  7  and  8, 
the  distance  is  a  ichole  lone.  Here  is  an  imperfection  or  discrepancy  in 
the  scale.  It  will  be  seen  that  from  6  to  7  is  only  a  halftone,  (See  Ex. 
1st.)  whereas,  it  should  be  a  whole  tone;  and  from  7  to  S  is  a  whole  tone, 
(See  Kx.  l.st.)  whereas  it  should  be  only  a  half  tone. 

§  XXXIX  This  imperfection  is  remedied  by  placing  the  sign  oC  eleva- 
tion (a  sharp  =*,)  before  F,  which  removes  it  a  halftone  further  from  E, 
and  consequently  a  halftone  nearer  to  G.

§  XL.  The  sharps  and  flats,  which  are  used  to  rcfrulate  the  Diatonic 
Intervals  of  the  scale,  are  placed  at  the  beginning  of  the  piece  of  music, 
and  are  called  the  signature.  For  example,  the  signature  to  the  key  of 
G,  is  one  shoi'p,  F^. 

vj*  XLI.  The  same  method  is  followed  in  all  the  transpositions  by 
sharps;  viz:  ascending  a  fifth,  or  descending  a  fourth,  (froml^wLj  Sof^) 
5  {Sot)  will  become  1  (Do)^  or  the  keynote  of  the  next  succeeding  key 
in  the  regular  order  of  transposition  by  sharps.  And  in  every  succeed- 
ing transposition,  an  additional  sharp  will  be  required  between  the  sixlli 
and  seventh,  for  reasons  shown  in  the  transposition  from  C  to  G.

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III  the  early  process  of  an  English  education,  we  learn  to  speak  and 
to  read  before  we  are  made  acquainted  with  the  higher  principles  of  ian- 
guaire.  Why  should  not  we  pursue  a  corresponding  course  in  the  study 
of  Vocal  Music?  iVIultitudcs  who  now  neglect  the  art,  might  in  this 
way  be  readily  taught  to  read,  as  well  as  perforin  plain  music  to  accept- 
ance, and  thus  be  in  a  favorable  position  for  making  further  acquire- 
ments. There  is  indeed  such  a  thing  as  being  too  laboriously  minute 
and  systematic,  in  the  very  process  of  simplification;  but  the  method 
here  presented  is  short,  as  well  as  simple;  and  the  compiler  is  happy  to 
say  that  ho  has  pursued  it  for  years  with  an  increasing  conviction  of  its 
utility.  "He  would  not  be  understood,  however,  as  disapproving  of  other 
methods.  He  only  asks  what  he  cheerfully  accords  to  others,  the  privi- 
Iciie  of  thinking  and  acting  fir  himself;  and  giving  to  the  public  the  re- 
sult of  his  experiments  and  observations.  What  he  has  hereto  ofl'cr  will 
be  presented  briefly  under  two  distinct  heads.

PART    I. 

THE  ART  OF  READING  MUSIC. 

Ry  the  art  of  reading  music  is  here  to  be  understood  that  practical 
acquaintance  with  musical  characters  which  will  enable  the  pupils  to  sing 
plain  music  at  sight.  This,  we  shall  endeavor  to  show,  is  not  a  dllTiciilt 
matter,  in  cases  where  the  voice  has  been  partially  tuned.  Sec  Part  II., 
article,  Intonation.  The  leading  principles  of  style  as  detailed  in  Part 
II.,  should  occasionally  be  taken  in  hand,  in  connection  with  the  reading 
e.Tercise.s  in  Part  I. 


SECTION    I. 

1.  The  first  step  in  gaining  the  knowledge  here  proposed,  is  to  prac- 
tice without  the  aid  of  written  characters,  fiagnicnts  of  the  scale  in  con- 
nection with  the  syllables.  Do,  Re,  Mi,  Fa,  Sol,  La,  Si,  Do,  or  some 
other  series  of  .syllables,  such  as  the  teacher  may  chance  to  prefer,  ulti- 
mately introducing  the  eptirc  octave.  The  books  may  then  be  opened, 
when  the  pupils  will  be  able  to  read  such  exercises  as  the  following,' 
almost  without  the  aid  of  a  prompter.

2.  The  second  step  in  the  process  is  to  show  that  fragments  of  the 
scale  may  be  so  arranged,  as  to  form  regular  tunes  or  melodies.  Let 
the  teacher  witii  this  general  explanation  proceed  to  analyze  the  follow- 
ing simple  strains,  when  it  will  be  found  that  his  pupils  can  sing  them 
almost  without  assistance.

3.  A  third  step  in  the  process  is  to  apply  numerals  to  the  syllaoles  of 
the  octave;  thus: — Do  is  1,  Re  is  2,  INli  is  3,  Stc.  Let  the  pupils,  for 
example,  be  told  to  sing  1  &  2,  alternately,  which  of  course  will  be  Do

SECTION    III. 

OF   THE   NATURAL   SCALE   AND   OF   TRANSPOSITIOJVS. 

7.  The  octave  with  its  syllables  does  not  always  commence  as  in  the 
preceding  examples.  It  may  be  removed  to  any  part  of  the  staff  if  the 
signs  of  removal  are  properly  given.  These  are  flats  {[•>),  sharps  (4r) 
and  naturals  (h)-  The  signs  of  removal  are  given  according  to  tlie 
names  of  the  lines  and  spaces. 

8.  Five  lines  with  their  spaces  are  called  a  staff.  Short  lines  are  oc- 
casionally added,  called  leger-lines.  The  lines  and  spaces  of  the  staff 
are  named  by  the  first  seven  letters  of  the  alphabet,  in  connection  with 
the  clefs,  of  which  two  are  in  general  use.  All  this  has  been  suflicienthy 
exhibited  in  the  preceding  pages  by  Mr.  Bradbury;  and  need  not  here  be 
i-epeated.     See  page  6. 

9.  When  the  octave  commences  on  C,  as  in  the  following  example, 
the  scale  is  said  to  be  natural.

10.  When  the  octave  commences  on  any  other  letter  or  degree  of  the 
staff,  the  scale  is  said  to  be  transposed.  The  introduction  of  a  flat  at 
the  clef  marks  in  every  case,  a  new  situation  for  the  sy liable /atu;  while 
the  introduction  of  a  sharp  in  like  manner,  marks  a  new  situation  for  the 
syllable  si.  The  other  syllables  are  so  governed  as  to  preserve  every- 
where, the  same  relation.

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11.  The  pupil:!  may  now  be  referred  to  tunes  iu  tlie  book  for  purposes 
of  illustration  and  practice.  In  all  trauspo.sitioiis,  relatively  speaking, 
tlie  syllables  have  the  same  uniform  power;  tlie  distance  trom  do  to  i\,  re 
to  mi,  &.C.,  being  always  the  same.  To  prevent  embarrassment  in  read- 
ing, the  pupil  should  consider  the  syllables  chielly  in  their  relation  to  each 
other.  l)o,  re,  mi,  for  instance,  occupy  in  all  the  changes,  three  succes- 
sive degrees  of  the  start';  while  do,  mi,  sol — re,  faw,  law,  law,  law,  do, 
Slc,  are  sounds  that  always  skip  from  line  to  line  or  from  space  to  space.

For  the  want  of  such  observations  as  these,  the  pupil  is  oflen  embar- 
rassed in  his  calcululions,  to  a  degree  which  is  quite  unnecessary.  Per- 
forn)ers  on  instruments  seldom  ihink  of  tiiis,  as  they  are  governed  by 
ditferent  principles  and  habits. 

1-.  The  practice  of  accidentals,  as  explained  in  section  5,  on  the  fol- 
owing  page,  may  be  here  introduced,  chielly  with  reference  to  the  power 
of  syllables  as  guides  to  the  voice. 


SECTION  IV. 

OF   TI^IE,   ACCENT,   &r. 

I."').  In  (lection  II.,  we  considered  the  relative  length  of  sounds  as  indi- 
cated by  the  dilTorcnt  forms  of  the  notes,  Jic;  but  the  time  of  a 
movement  may  be  slower  or  faster,  without  interfering  with  relative  pro- 


portions. When,  for  example,  we  apply  four  beats  to  tiie  whole  note, 
«c  must  allov,  two  beais  to  the  half-note  and  one  to  the  quarter-note; 
but  when  we  Kpply  only  two  beats  to  the  whole  note  we  must  allow  but 
one  beat  to  the  half-note,  &.C.*

The  time  of  a  movement  is  further  indicated  by  large  fi<Mircs  placed 
at  the  beginning,  which  denote  Iructional  portions  of  the  semi-Urevc  or 
whole-nole,  as  applied  to  to  the  measures:  thus — I  designate  the  value 
of  four  crotchets  or  quarter-notes;  i  the  value  of  two  minims  or  half 
notes.  The  upper. figure  gives  also  in  general  the  nu.nber  of  beats  in 
a  measure;  while  the  lower  figure  shows  what  note  is  taken  to  a  beat. 
See  e.\amples-or>  the  fiflli  page.  See  also  exercises  for  practice,  pages 
9,  10,  II,  12,  S>.c. 

I  j.  The  hand  in  beating  always  falls  over  the  bar,  and  the  principal  ac- 
cent generally  corresponds  with  the  downward  motion  of  the  hand. 
W'iicrc  several  notes  are  taken  to  a  beat,  there  is  an  accent  of  a 
subordinate  character  which  i*  reckoned  in  pairs  or  triplets.  Let  these 
things  be  explained  and  illustrated  hy  the  teacher;  anj  practice,  indus- 
triously pursued,  will  accomplish  the  rest. 


SECTION   V. 

TONES,    SE.1I1T0NES   AND   ACCIDENTALS. 

IG.  Though  the  degrees  of  llio  start"  represent  equal    distances  'o  the 
eye,  the  voice  in  passing  gradually  over  them,  proceeds  by  unequal  dis- 

*  The  mutioni  nf  the  baod  alio,  may  be  slower  to  lome  movementa  i&aji  in  otbora. 
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lances  called  tones  and  semitones.  These  are  governed  by  syllables.* 
The  distance  between  mi  and  fciu',  and  between  si  and  do,  is  that  of  a 
semitone.     Between  the  other  syllables  the  distance  is  a  tone. 

17.  The  voice  by  practice,  acquires  the  habit  of  so  regulating  sounds 
by  syllables,  that  the  right  syllable  suggests  the  right  sound,  and  the 
wrong  syllable  the  wrong  sound,  after  the  jiitch  of  the  tune  or  lesson  has 
been  given.  But  as  the  order  of  tones  and  semitones  often  changes  in 
the  course  of  a  movement,  while  the  syllables  are  not  removed,  the  latter 
must  in  such  case  be  so  varied  in  pronunciation  as  to  bring  to  mind  the 
new  sounds  required. 

18.  The  changes  just  mentioned  are  indicated  by  flats,  sharps  and 
naturals  which  thus  occurring  in  the  course  of  the  movement  are  called 
acddenlals.  The  flat  thus  niarlis  the  depression  of  a  semitone;  and  the 
sharp,  a  corresponding  elevation,  while  the  natural  merely  restores  to  a 
note  previously  altered,  its  primitive  sound. 

19.  When  the  pitch  of  a  note  is  to  be  depressed,  the  pronunciation  of 
the  syllables  should  be  so  il'itered,  as  to  rhyme  with  the  sound  of  long  A, 
thus  do  will  become  day,  sol  will  become  saij,  Sfc.  When  the  pitch  of  a 
note  is  to  be  elevated,  the  syllable  should  be  so  modified  as  to  rhyme 
w-ith  E  long,  when  do  will  become  di,  (pronounced  dee,)  sol  will  become 
si,  4fc.  Such  altered  notes  are  called  chromalic.  For  exercises  in  chro- 
matic intervals,  see  pages  17  and  IS. 


SECTION  VI. 

REIBAINIIVG   MUSICAL   CH/IRACTERS. 

20.  The  remaining  musical  characters  are  the  Brace,  Douhlc-har, 
Close,  Repeat,  Pause,  Figure-three,  Choosing-note ,  Mark  of  distinction. 
Slur,  Crescendo,    Diminuendo   and    Sioell,   Jlpoggiatures,  Jlfter-notes  and

Graces.  These  the  teacher  may  define  at  his  leisure,  as  found  in  the 
preceding  pages  of  Mr.  B.  The  order  of  introducing  them  is  not  very 
material,  provided  the  demands  of  practice  are  sufliciently  regarded. 


SECTION  VII. 

OF  KEYS,  MAJOR  AND  MINOR  SCALES,  &c. 

21.  The  first  note  of  the  ascendino;  and  descendino-  octave  or  scale  of 
sounds  is  called  a  ley.  The  scale  which  commences  with  do  is  called 
major.  The  intervals  of  the  major  scale,  as  will  appear  from  what  was 
said  in  relation  to  syllables  in  section  V,  will  run  thus: 

Tone,  tone,  semitone,  tone,  tone,  tone,  semitone. 

22.  There  is  another  scale  called  minor  which  commences  and  ends 
with  the  syllable  law.  The  intervals  according  to  this  arrangement 
would  stand  thus: 

Tone,  semitone,  tone,  tone,  semitone,  tone,  lone; 

which  series  taken  inversely,  is  indeed,  the  established  descending;  order 
But  as  the  sixth  and  seventh  notes  of  the  ascending  minor  are  elevated, 
each  a  semitone  by  accidentals;  the  upper  notes  of  this  ascending  scale 
are  tuned  like  the  upper  notes  of  the  major  scale;  the  syllables  mi,  Ji, 
sol,  la,  having  in  the  one  case  the  same  power,  as  sol,  law,  si,  do,  in  the 
other. 

For  a  more  detailed  account  of  this  subject  the  pupil  may  be  ultimate- 
ly referred  to  IMr  B's.  remarks  and  illustrations  in  the  preceding  pages. 


We  might  here  proceed  to  speak  of  chords  and  of  nioilulalion  did  our  limits  per- 
mit ;  but  we  have  finished  all  we  intended  to  offer  in  the  present  connection ;  and 
must  proceea  very  briefly  with  the  second  division  of  our  subject. 
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PART    II. 

STYLE  IN  EXECUTION. 

Persons  may  excel  in  ihe  art  of  reading  and  yet  be  very  deficient  in 
their  st)  ic  of  execution.  The  leading  properties  of  style,  therefore, 
should  lie  early  and  sedulously  inculcated.  They  should  bo  taken  in 
hand  at  the  very  commencement  of  a  course  of  elementary  instructions. 

Style  in  devotional  music  is  a  very  difl'erent  thing  from  style  in  the 
secular  department  of  the  art.  Professional  men  arc  prone  to  forget 
this  distinction.;  and  sonic  will  even  deny  its  existence.  But  it  needs  no 
argument  to  show  that  music  intended  for  rclii'ious  edification  ought  to 
have  a  style  of  its  own.  The  same  leading  principles  which  govern  the 
eloquence  of  the  pulpit  arc  here  in  point.  The  mere  novice  in  oratory, 
has  dilTiculties  to  overcome,  hnbils  to  acquire,  and  a  reputation  to  es- 
tablish; and  ultimately,  lie  mav  have  excellences  to  shiue  in  displav.  All 
this,  in  schools  and  pulilic  e\hiliitions  is  a  matter  of  course;  but  surely 
the  pulpit  is  no  place  for  things  of  this  nature.  Mere,  the  orator  must 
be  lost  sight  of  in  the  greatness  of  his  subject.  He  has  an  appeal  to 
make  to  rational  and  sentient  beings,  which  is  too  momentous  in  its  na- 
ture to  admit  of  such  comparative  trifling. 

And  thus  in  the  eloquence  of  music,  there  must  of  course  be  profes- 
sional practice,  and  there  will  be  amusement  and  display.  This  .should 
be  allowed  in  its  proper  place,  but  not  in  immediate  connection  with  the 
office  of  religious  song.  The  affections  of  the  mind  are  here  to  be  very 
dilferently  emi)loyed.  The  man  who  would  be  exhibiting  himself,  while 
pretending  to  worship  his  Maker,  is  committing  a  capital  ofience.  He 
may  have  a  reputation  to  support,  and  talents  which  are  worthv  of  com- 
mendation, but  he  has  chosen  the  wrong  time  and  place  for  display;  and 
IS  virtually  endeavoring  to  rob  the  Master  of  Assemblies  of  that  homage 
which  is  exclusively  due  to  Ilim. 

Talent  indeci^has  its  importance;  and  hence  the  necessity  of  assidu- 
ous   cuilivation.     But  the    lessons   in  song   like  those  in  pulpit  oratorv,

should  be  so  mastered  in  preparatory  rehearsals  as  to  prevent  labor,  em- 
barrassment and  seeming  afl'ectation  in  the  time  of  worship.  Then  tho 
mind  needs  to  break  loose  from  every  entanglement,  that  it  may  employ 
itself  in  holy  contemplations. 

In  secular  music  the  words  are  comparatively  of  little  moment,  and 
will  often  be  sacrificed  to  sound.  In  religious  music  the  words  arc  mo 
mentous;  and  the  ollice  of  the  singer  is  to  illustrate  them  and  enforce 
their  meaning.  In  tlic  one  case  the  music  is  the  sole  object  of  attraction; 
in  the  other  it  is  to  be  made  the  specific  instrument  of  religious  edifica- 
tion. Objects  so  ditfeient,  demand  of  court*,  corresponding  ditlerences 
in  style. 

Laying  aside  then  the  specific  maxims  of  the  secular  department;  let 
us  inquire  how  the  meaning  and  spirit  of  the  words  we  utter,  can  be  best 
set  fortii  in  the  eloquence  of  song. 

I.  The  singer  nerds  a  pleasant  tone  of  voice.  This  is  not  wholly  the 
gift  of  nature;  for  the  worst  voice  is  susceptible  of  much  improvement. 
The  process  of  cultivation  is  first  upon  the  open  vowels  and  afterwards 
upon  the  broad,  and  slender,  and  short  ones.  Lot  all  these  be  haliiliially 
formed  in  the  best  possible  manner,  and  the  work  is  nearly  accumplishcd. 
The  voice  however  should  not  be  forced  in  any  way,  but  be  suffered  to  im- 
prove gradually  by  intelligent  practice  and  imitation.  Voices  will  not 
always  be  alike.  Some  will  be  reedy  and  powerful,  and  others  sort  and 
mellitluous. 

II.  'I  .lere  must  be  good  intonation,  fir  jargon  is  of  course  intolerable. 
To  be  able  to  sing  in  tune  is  always  an  acquired  faculty.  Hence  the 
practice  of  scales  and  of  harmonic  combinations,  which  are  more  or  less 
simple  in  their  structure,  form  the  most  certain  means  of  improvement. 
Every  voice  is  found  to  need  more  or  less  tuning;  and  some  of  the  more 
obstinate  ones  demand  an  amount  of  practice  far  greater  than  the  pupil  has 
time  and  patience  to  bestow,  'i'his  process  of  tuning,  too,  needs  often  to 
be  repeated,  especially  after  a  season  of  great  negligence  in  practice. 
Teachers,  as  well  as  pupils,  are  liable  from  various  causes,  occasionally 
to  sing  out  of  tune.  The  best  time  to  commeiico  this  process  is  earlv 
childhood,  when  every  voice  is  regulated  with  comparative  easo. 
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III.  The  art  of  keeping  time  is  also  one  of  the  essentials  of  stvle. 
Skill  in  this  respect  is  acquired  not  by  genius  or  imitation,  but  by  indus- 
trious habits  of  computation.  System  with  untiring  industry  is  all  that 
the  case  demands. 

IV.  There  must  be  a  distinct  and  pleasant  utterance  of  the  words. 
For  the  purpose  of  securing  this,  not  only  stanzas,  lines  and  phrases  and 
syllables,  and  letters,  are  to  be  taken  in  hand;  but  the  elements  or  pow- 
ers ofthe  consonants  must  be  accurately  described,  as  separate  from  the 
vowels  used  in  pronouncing  them;  thus  the  element  of  aylch  is  heard  in 
the  simple  act  of  puffing;  that  of  ef  m  the  act  of  blowing;  and  that  of 
ve  in  the  act  of  vibrating  the  under  lip,  &.c.  The  first  stage  in  the  pro- 
cess is  to  secure  great  accuracy  and  force;  the  second  to  form  the  right 
distinction  between  words  and  syllables,  and  the  third  to  secure  an  easy 
flowing  enunciation.  All  this  requires  time,  especially  where  the  notions 
and  habits  of  singers  have  been  sophisticated  by  wrong  instruction  and 
practice. 

V.  There  must  be  appropriate  accent  and  emphasis.  The  importance 
of  these  properties  in  language  need  not  here  be  insisted  upon.  Lan- 
g  .age  would  be  powerless  and  often  unintell'gible  without  them.  But  in 
m  isical  performances,  they  are  too  generally  neglected  There  is  some- 
ex  mse  for  this  in  the  secular  department  where  the  words  are  of  little 
mo  ncnt:  but  not  so  in  religious  music  where  the  meaning  and  power  of 
the  words  are  to  be  enforced  by  the  eloquence  of  song.  Here,  these 
pro|  erties  are  indispensable.  If  language  is  to  be  the  instrument  of 
conv  ■'ying  ideas  and  sentiments  and  producing  definite  emotions,  then  ' 
surely,  it  ougiit  not  to  be  deprived  of  its  essential  properties  in  song. 
Musical  notation  as  we  have  seen^  makes  some  general  provision  for  ac- 
cent and  emphasis:  but  the  principles  of  good  reading,  must  ultimately 
be  resorted  to,  as  furnishing  the  best  hints  for  practice. 

VI.  There  should  be  just  expression.  A  performance  which  is  destitute 
of  this  property,  however  faultless  it  may  be,  in  other  respects,  will  fail 
to  exert  an   appropriate  influence.     This  crowning  excellence  however. 


IS  more  easily  fell  than  described.  It  will  never  be  acquired  without  a 
careful  training  ofthe  emotions.  Appropriate  feeling,  will  lead  the  sing- 
er, unbiased  by  wrong  instruction,  to  become  expressive  in  his  style. 
He  will  soon  learn  by  imitation,  to  suit  the  voice  and  manner  to  the  sub- 
ject; making  gentle  variations  as  to  slowness  and  rapidity,  loudness  and 
softness,  heaviness  and  lightness  of  movement,  &c.;  and  he  will  learn 
the  importance  of  swells,  crescendos  and  diminuendos,  &.c.  These  things 
are  not  to  be  employed  mechanically  as  if  the  singer  were  a  mere  automa- 
ton. They  will  be  sure  to  savor  of  affectation,  unless  rendered  habitual 
under  the  guidance  of  specific  emotions.  The  extensive  neglect  of  this 
subject  among  teachers  of  church  music  is  more  than  sufficient  to  ac- 
count for  the  general  want  of  expression  in  church  music.  Such  neglect 
admits  of  no  apology.  Sentiment  is  the  great  thing  to  be  insisted  upon, 
throughout  every  stage  of  cultivation. 

VII.  It  is  an  obvious  principle  in  every  department  of  religious  worship, 
that  emotions  should  be  unfeigned.  They  should  not  be  suffered  to  arise 
merclv  through  gratilied  taste,  but  be  made  to  spring  up  in  the  .mind 
while  it  is  employed  in  the  contemplation  of  holy  things.  This  important 
distinction  will  not  be  preserved  in  the  hours  of  devotion,  where  it  has 
been  neglected  in  seasons  of  practice.  It  requires  specific  religious 
training  in  schools  and  family  circles;  and  will  not  be  maintained  in  any 
other  way.  Habit  has  its  inllucnce  in  devotion,  as  in  otlier  things.  The 
deportment  of  singers  and  teachers  during  the  hours  of  practice,  there- 
fore becomes  a  matter  of  great  moment.  To  cultivate  the  praises  of 
the  highest  God  is  a  solemn  work,  and  should  ever  be  so  regarded. 
Volumes  would  fail  to  show  the  importance  of  this  princip'e.  How  then 
can  any  teacher  of  devotional  music,  dare  to  treat  it  with  neglect.'  Yel 
this  neglect  seems  to  be  almost  universa  No  wonder  that  the  friends 
and  cultivators  of  the  art  have  so  many  difficulties  to  encounter.  Let 
their  efforts  be  fully  Christianized,  and  he  difficulties  will  be  seen  to 
vanish.

Is  the  owner  of  tni«  volume  assoriatr*!  wiih  llioso  who  lead  in  ihe  sonpt  ofZion  T  A  prcrimit 
privilri^  !  Deliehtful  cmploynient !  I(  is  (he  occupation  of  nn^cU  and  of  ^lurificd  •ipiriis  in  (he 
temple  aI>ove.  Prayer  and  the  minislmtion^  ol'  ihc  word  nill  cease  uith  the  tcrmiiiation  of  earthly 
things  }  tujt  pmi<c  hhall  entlure  forever.  The  ble^^scd  ones  on  hieh  arc  never  weary,  never  negli- 
gent. Their  j^oliieii  harps  are  alwayt  stnuig,  and  their  voices  forever  iu  tune.  The  soft  irhoes 
of  iltcir  minstrelsy  have  come  down  to  us,  tliat  \»c  may  learn  to  emulate  tbeir  strains  and  begin 
on  earth  the  everlasting  song. 

Hut  do  -.ve  enter  iiiio  the  true  »pirit  of  praise  T  The  manner  of  song  has  indeed  its  claim*. 
There  must,  as  we  have  seen,  be  meludy,  and  harmony,  and  time,  as  well  as  verbal  uKcrance, 
whirh  is  distinct  and  impressive  ;  yet  if  (here  is  uolhiog  more  than  this,  the  otlice  of  praise  will  be 
deprived  of  it>  chuicesl  inthieiices. 

Uul  ibc  reader  of  ihei^e  pages  goes  a  step  farther.  He  deti^hU  in  tht  exerrisf,  and  his  feelings 
are  often  deeply  interested.  This  is  well.  There  is  much  in  the  commingling'  of  harmonious 
voices,  which  i>  adapted  to  call  forih  the  sweet  sympathies  of  our  nature.  The  pleasures  ofta-'le 
are  very  pro(>ertr  allowed  to  mingle  %\ith  the  ler\'ors  of  devotion:  but  the  danger  is,  that  the 
former  will  htivc  a  preponderating  inlluence. 

Vuii  advance,  then,  an  additional  step.  Vou  carefully  notice  the  aeniintenla  of  the  psalm  or 
nymn  you  are  sinsmg  ;  aiid  endeavor  at  all  times  to  give  them  an  clTective  utterance.  J'liis  also 
is  well.  Strictly  speaking,  there  can  Ik;  ho  good  singing  without  it.  So  much  as  this  is  expected 
of  the  vocalist  at  the  oratorio,  and  the  secular  concert.  I'liless  he  rightly  conceives  of  his 
subject,  and  appears  to  enter  into  the  spirit  of  it,  with  becoming  eniotion,  he  is  considered  a  dull 
performer.  And  shnll  the  hallowed  theme  of  the  gospel  be  less  appreciated  by  (he  singer,  and  be 
u(tered  with  less  emotion  ? 

Hut  the  most  important  point  vet  remains  to  be  considered.  Do  you  enter  into  Ihc  spirit  of 
reli;Cious  song  as  a  mere  scntinicniali'tt ;  or  do  you  make  the  hallowed  sentiments  of  the  Fsalm  or 
Hymn  ytntr  (rwn.  as  in  the  immediate  presence  of  the  bcarl-searcliing  Go*l  ?  To  do  the  former  is 
comparutely  easy.  Kven  the  infidel  may  become  a  successful  prrsonalor  of  <levolion.  \\c  can 
a4<iume  the  seniimenlnlitt  in  a  religion  which  he  despises,  jii-^t  as  he  may  give  the  appearance  of 
reality  to  the  fictions  of  the  drama.  Kmotions  of  this  class  are  easily  excited  j  and  they  are  some- 
times so  drlii;hlful  that  tbeir  real  nature  is  liable  to  be  misunderstoo<l. 

The  true  worship  of  God  is  a  much  hi.:her  exercise.  Yo'j  are  speaking  in  (he  eloquence  of  song, 
in  Ihe  midst  of  a  tconhifpinf;  axumf  ly.  Wc  love  to  listen  to  your  language,  and  to  gather 
heavenly  fragrance  from  your  tireathivg  nccenis  :  but  do  ^ou  intend  to  be  individually  responsiMc 
for  »hat  you  arc  oitcnng  1  \\  hen  ilie  hymn  is  didactic,  do  yon  feel  any  thing  of  the  responsibilities 
of  a  religiuu>  teacher  t  Wh*-!!  it  i:>  horiatory,  do  vou  reafly  desire  ifiat  there  may  be  among  the 
li-strarrs  an  increase  of  practical  godlinrss  ^  W'ficn  you  say  "  Anrc  mercy  u/ron  me.''  are  you 
persooally  engaged  in  supplication  J  Wlien  you  say  ''Fraixe  God  in  his  holiness,"  do  you  take 
delight  b  tiiat  Attribute  of  the  Divine  Nature  1  When  you  say  'Lord  search  my  heart  and  try  my 
vaya,-'  do  you  really  de»irc  that  he  may  search  and  try  you  7  \Vb<n  you  utter  the  language  ol 
contrition,  faith.  ho|M',  \ov\;,  J€»v,  do  you  really  repent  of  sin,  believe  in  the  Lord  Jcaus  Christ, 
hojie  in  liod.  exercise  supreme  love  'lo  him  and  rejoice  in  his  guvernmenl  ?

Full  well  no  know  thai  even  the  Chrisiian  is  not  ahDaijt  on  lh«»  mount  of  priv!I.-ge.  \\t  is  oAen 
ID  darkness  and  dunbt  — troubled  wiih  conflicting  emotions,  ifchile  bin  afr.ctiniw  seem  Innsju'd  and 
his  sensible  comforts  arc  few  and  feeble.  He  scarcely  knous  nl  sucli  limes,  '  uliai  he  should  pray 
for,'  or  how  ho  should  give  thanks.  8till  there  is 'a  wid.-  (l.tTert-nre  between  hini  and  Ihe  mere 
scniimentahsi.  The  one  has  at  hast,  ihe  willing  mind  —  He  drjirrit  to  exercise  right  alTerticns  ; 
and  will  sometimes  l»e  graciously  accepted  when  he  knows  i(  poI.  The  other  is  but  the  iiig*'nu.ut 
mechanisl  who  operates  upon  Ihc  human  sympathies,  the  mimic  pninter«ho  pnrtrav-*  the  inrintiieo 
which  surround  him.  or  the  studird  orator  who  moves  for  the  time  tiiiu?.  in  im  aUumed  cl.aracirr. 

To  uliirh  of  them 
docs  the  reader  belong  7  Do  not  presume  for  a  monu-nt.  (hat  any  samlire  of  praise  will  l« 
accepted  of  God  which  springs  not  from  the  ileep  seatcrl  aflfections  of  the  heart.  Secular  music 
may  admit  of  feigned  emotion:  not  so,  the  music  which  is  devotional  Ili-re  every  man  \*  bound 
to  become  an  actual,  conscientious,  spiritual  worshipper.  The  bible  plainly  leuehcs  (his  coe 
method,  and  approves  of  no  other. 

The  nbjecl  of  this

afl'eelions  of  the  heart  be  wilhhoMen  ?  Why'shoiild  any  onc'pi-rsibl  in  ofiVring  lo  (lod.  th.tt  same 
species  of  heartless  homage  which  he  himself  would  di»daiii  to  receive  from  a  f.llow  worm  T  Oh 
there  is  guilt  in  this!  "  OlTcr  it  now  unto  thy  govcrnnr  ;  will  he  be  pleased  with  thee  or  accept  thy 
person  ?'  Is  it  not  a  shame  to  beofferin*;  from  sabbatli  to  sabbath,  a  professed  ublation  of  grati- 
tude and  praise  which  one  knows  in  his  conscience  ought  never  to  be  arcepted  ! 

Why  should  we  not  worship  the  Lord  iu  the  beau'y  of  holiness  1  What  has  the  5sivioiir  done 
thai  he  should  be  greeted  with  the  mockings  of  heartless  praise  I  What  is  there  in  the  tender 
meroies  of  our  Heavenly  Father,  in  the  love  and  condescension  of  the  Ilolv  Spirit,  —  O  uhut  is 
tlurc  in  the  iueffal*lc  glories  of  the  Godhead,  (hat  fan  ever  excuse  us  from  reiulering  the  full 
homage  of  our  alTLrtions  !  It  Is  through  his  infinite  condcscetision  that  we  are  ever  frrn  \Vri\  t.t 
tune  the  notes  of  praise.  And  shall  wc  nluise  such  a  privilege  as  this?  Shall  the  very  olTenngi 
of  gratitude  become  as  sounding  bra.ss  or  a  tinkling  cymbal  ?  Ayd  yet  how  prevalent  is  this 
heartless  worship!  To  say  nothing  of  the  multitudes  who  are  deficient  in  manner,  —  who  bring,  in 
this  aspect,  the  lame  and  (he  blind  in  sacrifice — how  many,  even  in  the  mliKi  of  cultivation  and 
rcfinemenl  have  fall^  into  this  sin.  Wc  sec  in  many  places  a  zeal  for  elementary  drillln'r  which 
sufficiently  absorbs  me  attention  of  the  pupils  ;  anil  an  increasini;  thirst  for  musical  noveltie*,  uhich 
is  well  nigh  insatiable  :  but  where,  O  where  is  the  genuine  sfiirit  of  praise  !  It  never  up  iinr*  tm 
unbidden,  like  the  lares  of  the  field.  Jl  comes  not  in  the  winning  fonns  of  pleasure  lo  ilic  caretest 
heart.  It  withers  and  dies,  even  in  the  heart  of  the  Christian,  whose  mind  is  engrossed  by  the 
details  of  art  or  enchanted  wiih  the  pleasures  of  la»te.  Such  a  spirit  uill  be  conncrled  only'uilh 
holy  living  in  other  walks  of  duiy  ;  and  be  found  in  our  songs  of  praise  only  as  ihe  result  of 
Christian  vigilance  and  private,  persevering  prayer. 

Singers,  like  oilier  men,  are  under  the  strong  uiflucnces  of  hibit :  and  if  the  spirit  of  praise  h 
not  assi<tuouslv  cultivated  during  the  hours  of  practise,  il  will  <)ont.tIcss  be  wanting  in  tlie  sol'-inn 
assetiibly.  Tliis  we  know  both  from  reason  and  from  painful  experience.  Singers  and  tencberi 
should  think  of  this,  and  act  accordingly.  Let  it  never  be  forgotten,  thai,  (he  precise  miltienccii 
which  habitually  prevail  at  (he  rehearsals,  will  inevitably  characterize  the  oflVrings  a*.  t5ie 
sanctuary. 

How  holy,  liow  glorious  is  (he  God  wc  worship !  How  wonderful  are  his  perfection*  "  It  if 
good  to  sing  praises  unto  his  name,"  from  the  aflcctioiis  of  ao  overflowing  heart.  What  can  bo 
more  delightful  than  Ihe  songs  of  joy  issuing  from  lips  ihat  taste  the  love  of  OotI  I  S  ich  were 
the  psalms  of  David  ;  and  such  the  songs  of  (he  primitive  Christians  Ihe  marlyrf  and  r»-formeri. 
Such  are  the  songs  wc  should  cultivate.  They  will  prove  a  nch  foretaste  of  joyi  u^jceu  and 
eteraal.
